There has never been a prob- 
lem with respect to depletion on 
timber which was the major na- 
tural resource in Mississippi prior 
Supreme Court of 
the State of Mississippi held that 
the basic date is March 16, 1912, 
rather than April 12, 1924. The 
Basic date is that date on which 
the Income Tax Law became ef- 
fective, and values of that date 
are the basis for determining 
gains realized from disposition of 
assets acquired prior thereto. De. 
pletion on timber has always been 
measured on the unit basis. In 
other words, the timber would be 
cruised, and the footage available 
determined. The cost of the tim- 
ber, when considered in relation 
to the amount available, would 
readily produce the unit value of 
the timber to be depleted. Since 
1930, there has been some dis- 
cussion with respect to depletion 
on gas deposits, and since 1940, 
a very great deal of discussion 
with repect to depletion on oil. 
In determining depletion charge 
on gas and oil deposits, the ex- 
tent or amount of the deposit 
may be estimated but cannot be 
measured as you do by cruising a 
tract of timber. For this reason, 
the Commissioner, with the appro. 
val of the Governor, has provided 
regulations which allow: the tax- 
payer to elect one of two methods 
in measuring the annual depletion 
charge. The first is the unit basis 
referred to above, but the unit 
basis referred to is only used by 
a small number of the larger op- 
erators. The charge may be de- 
termined by the second method, 
or Method B which is set forth in 
the regulations. Under this meth. 
od, the taxpayer may claim de- 
pletion equal to 15 per cent of 
the gross income, but not to ex- 
ceed 30 per cent of the net in- 
come. The first factor to bear in 
mind is that the cost must be ‘de. 
termined, inasmuch as the State 
Income Tax Law provides that 
cost is the basis and aggregate 
charges of annual depletion may 
not exceed such a'cost.

Things are getting better in the 
fishing line, goog weather of the 
past few days have caused fresh 
water fish to start striking again. 
Some speckle trout are still being 
caught on the bridges and out at 
the marshes according to reports. 
Soft crabbing and floundering is 
improving. 

oes 

For those who have not been 
soft crabbing and seen how the 
crabs shed their hard shells it is 
quite an interesting sight and 
sport. 

From past experiences we know 
that it takes about 5 minutes for 
a crab to actually shed its shell 
and become soft. How long it takes 
for a crab to become hard again, 
have never been found out, but it 
is known that crabs that sheq in 
the afternoon will still be semi- 
hard for the next 3 or 4 hours. It 
is amazing to watch a crab pull 
its entire body out of the shell, 
eyes, ‘feelers and all. The soft 
crabs that are caught out in the 
bay shed naturally but a system 
used for shedding crabs is quite 
an art. Commercial crab sellers 
know when crabs are ready to 
shed and have bins into which 
they place the crabs until they 
shed. It is a mistaken idea that 
people call a large soft shell crab 
a buster. A buster is really a 
crab which is ready to shed and 
is in the process of bursting open 
so that the crab can come out of 
its shell. The crab after shedding 
is usually found just behind its 
hard shell in a hole made by the 
crab just before shedding. 

Go with someone who really 
knows and learn how soft crabs 
are made. Its interesting. We have 
some real crabbers in our midst. 
To mention a few . Henry Lang, 
Nolan Ladner, John Scafide, Jr., 
Dec Elliott, John Damborino, Cot- 
ton Blaize, etc. Watch for them, 
they will be out after them soon. 
Crabs can be caught most any 
night on a low tide and are best
